are generously planted with Japan- 
ese firs, and the streams, which are 
plentiful, ure traced through the 
uplands and glens by a line of 
atragyling brushwood und herbage. 
The hills, which ure mainly compos- 
ed of granite, rise in irregular 
masses to considerable heights, the: 
loftiest point, Victoria Peak, ad- 
joining the residence of His Ex- 
cellency the Governor (Sir William, 
Peel, C.M.G.), reaching an altitude: 
of 1825 feet. i 
There abound beautifully laid-out 
xardeny, public and private, and 
solidly constructed roads, some of! 
them bordered with bamboos and 
other delientely-fronded trees, and 
fringed with the luxuriant growth! 
of semi-trupical vegetation. The 
temperature has a yearly range of 
fiom 45 to 99 degrees, but {t occa- 
sionally falls below 40, and ice has 
been known to occur on the Peak. 
The Shopping Centre. 
Naturally you will be interested 
to hear about the City and the won- 
.derful shops, both Buropean and 
Chinese, which attract) the tourist 
from all parts of the world, The 
central areas of the City are well 
built, the roads and streets are for 
the most part udmirably made and 
kept up and many of the thorough- 


fares delightfully shaded with well-|° 


grown trees, The European busl- 
ness quarter occupies the middle of 
the City, from Pottinger Street to 
the Naval Yard, but with the ex- 
ception of this limited area almost 
all the lower levels, especially the 
western district, ure covered by a 
dense mass of Chinese shops and 
tenements. On the mainland new | 
industrial and residential areas{ 
are rapidly springing up. 

For the lover of the by-ways, and 
for’ those secking the unusual pur- 
chase (who dées not?), we would 
suggest a trip that can be both in- 
teresting and profitable. Few tour- 
ists, even many residents of the 
Colony, have heard of a district in 
Hong Kong called “Paddy’s Mar- 
ket." The orlyin of the name is 
obscure—some enterprising Irish- 
man was at the bottom of it, un- 
doubtedly. This section of Hong 
Kong is sald to resemble the remote 
shopping sections of old Peking, or 
possibly the "Thieves’ Market” of 
Shanghai, ‘ 

Round the Island. 

What has been well described as 
one of the most magnificent drives 
in the world is that by motor car 
round the Island. The raute fol- 
lowed is from Queen's Road Cen- 
tral, thence into Garden Road, past 
Government House and the Botanle 
Gardens, along Caine Road, Bon- 
ham Road, past the University of 
Hong Kong, along Pokfulam Road, 
' Aberdeen Road, and Repulse Bay, 


where a stop can be had for re- 
freshmenta or the more enjoyable 
tiffin, Leaving Repulse Bay Hotel 
the journey Is proceeded with to 
Stanley Bay, Tytamtuk Reservoir, 
and Sal Wan Gap and thence to 
Shaukiwan. Within a short time 
Taikoo Dock is reached, and from 
there it is a very short drive back 
to the original point of departure. 
The entire drive covers a dis- 
tance of 26 miles, but the scenery 
en route cannot adequately, be 


described in mere prose. It has to 

be seen to be appreciated as it de- 

serves. Next to the ascent and 

descent of the Peak it is a trip that 

no tourist should omit from his pro- 

gramme of sight-seeing, 

Places of Interest.

Carving. '. Ita origin ean ~ be 
traced back to the period when the 
structures were built of wood. 
Chinese temples, palaces, and houses 
were decorated with the most gor- 
geous wood-carved work. Walls, 
ceilings, doors, and even windows, 
showed the most beautiful designs 
vt sacred scenes, holy figures, God 


animals, birds, ete., carved by the 
most famous artists of China; and 
in those times even a Prince or 
Mandarin did carving for the love 
of the art. 


Nowadays carvings of this sort 
are very rare, but Mesars.

One of the most interesting ivory 
pieces shown in Messrs. Komor & 
Komor’s exhibits of art is one solid 
ivory tusk figure, carved magnifi- 
cently and standing about 2% feet 
high representing the fairy of Dis- 
obedience, named “Fah Ie Fah” in 
Chinese. The age of this master- 
fully worked figure is about 
160 to 180 years old, name- 
ly, the Chien Lung Dynasty 
A.D. 1736-1796, when Em- 
peror Chien Lung, personally, an 
“Art Lover" ordered carvings like 
those for hia palace in Peking. 

To give the full story of Fah le

The extreme. intensity of a petrol 
blaze and the rapidity with which 
it can occur and spread are such 
that n conflagration” of thiy type is 
always vividly remembered by any- 
one present. Luckily, car firea 50 
rarely occur, despité the large 
number of vehicles in daily use, 
that most motorists may go for 
years withdut ‘secing a catastrophe 
of this kind and even Jess likely ia 
it that they will themselves have 
such an experience. 

On the other hand, a highly com- 
bustible fuel and a ready agent for 
itn ignition in the shape of electric 
power are'in such dangerous prox- 
imity on cars of all types that it is 
foolish indeed to dismiss the risks 
of fire as being negligible. For ex- 
ample, on cars which are neglected 
it is common enough to find a num- 
ber of oints where a leakage of, 
petrol ia taking place, and at other; 
points faulty insulation may render 
the occurrence of a spark quite, 
likely at any time. With the essen- 
tia) ingredients in vendiness it needs! 
but the right combination of cir- 
cumstances to initiate a fire.

The Ignition System. 

The electrical ignition system em- 
ployed on the engine requires special 
safeguards owing to the very high 
voltage produced in the- secondary 
circuit of a coil or magneto. In the 
main, it may be suid that the neces- 
sary insulation is properly carried 
uut and ig durable. Owners should, 
however, keep moulded Bakelite 
fittinys clean by an occasional wipe, 
so as to reduce the likelihood of a) 
spark leaping across the exposed) 
gurfaces. It ia also necessary at] 
intervals to have the high-tenaion 
leads replaced, as their rubber in- 
sulation iy apt to deteriorate in the’

quickly. . 
Hot Exhaust Pipes. 

If petrol drips upon a very hot 
exhaust pipe it will evaporate with- 
out igniting, but a mixtyre.of petrol 
and oil can be set alight in this 
way. The safest rule is, therefore, 
to keep: the fuel well away from the 
exhaust system, and another good 
up is to keep the engine clean ex- 
ternally;' then should a fire be 
tuislasest it will not spread so quick 
ys . ‘ 

To sum up, there will always be 
a risk of fire so long a3 cars carry 
a highly inflammable fuel together 
with various means for its ignition. 
By taking reasonable precautions, 
however, tho likelihood of fire can 
undoubtedly be ‘minimised and 
equally important is it that one 
should havé at hand some means 
for the immédiate suppression of 
a fire should it occur. 

Possibilities of Oil Engines. 

Should oil engines, using heavy 
fuels ignited by compression, ever 
bécome «generally employed for 
private cars, the risk of fire would 
be greatly reduced. Years will 


probably elapse before this deve |, 


lopment takes shape, however, and, 
in the meantime, we think that tho 
construction of a petrol chassis on 
nes specially designed to mitigate 
fire hazards is a subject worthy of 
close investigation.

Rugby, Yesterday. 
The International Tin Commit- 


tee, following a meeting in Paris, 


published a communique which, 
after giving the monthly ‘statistics 
as to export, states that the ex- 
port figures for the first complete 
year of restriction show that the 
adjusted totals of exports are only 
thirty-six tons -in excess of the au- 
thorised quotas for the five parti- 
elpating countries—-the Dutch East 
Indies, Nigeria, Bolivia, Malaya 
and Siam. . ; 

The authorised quotas for the 
year,.including the Siamese quota 
for six months, amounts to 118,698 
tona. 

The Committee congratulated the 
participating Governments on their 
very close adherence to the quota 
restrictions, but considered/that.a 
proposal that a further cut in pro- 
duction of 8,420 tons per year, cor- 
responding: to one month’s produc. 
tion, should be made with effect as 
from May 1 or June 1. ‘The final
